finally managed to reason 
that foreign capitalists must not 
be depended upon, and many 
turned their attention to some- 
thing less high sounding. Noth- 
ing more than chickens. 

For years chickens have been 
raised in every hollow and knoll 
of the mountains, without any 
:are. They seem to thrivo 
ibundantly. They have sold as 
low as ten cents apiece, and eggs 
as low as five cents a dozen, and 
these mountaineers fonnd that 
money was to be made in them. 

In the beginning a few thous- 
and heads of poultry were ship- 
ped to Knoxville and Chatta- 
nooga every season, but what 
reached these points was a frac- 
tion, compared with the export 
of today. To figure the market 
of that day, it would not average 
hundred chickens a week, 
shipped from east Tennessee, 
and probably not that many. 

Some time ago an estimate was 
made by a local poultryman, on 
the number of chickens shipped 
from the poultry territory be- 
tween Morristown and Green- 
That day the estimate 
was twenty-five car loads ship- 
ped, which represented the ac- 
cumulated shipment for just one 
week. These figures are dupli- 
cated on every Saturday the vear 
round. Every car is estimated 
to hold 5,000 chickens making 
about 125,000 in all. 

This territory, it must be un- 
derstood, is only a fractional 
part of the poultry raising sec- 
tion of east 'Tennessee. 

The majority of the chickens 
arc shipped to New York and 
Washington, in what is known 
as "chicken cars. " But first the 
"chicken wagon" has to be con- 
sidered. The "chicken wagon" 
is a canvas covered wagon, 
drawn by a lean horse, and 
driven by a leaner mountaineer, 
who goes from house to house 
throughout the mountains and 
collects poultry and eggs. The 
chickens are hauled to a ship- 
ping point, where the car is in 
readiness. They are fastened 
in coops, which are piled from 
the bottom to the top of the car, 
leaving a space in the center, 
where the attendant, a young 
mountain boy, stays. 

Poultry is not only shipped 
from east Tennessee to New 
York and Washington, but to 
various parts of the United 
States, Central America, and 
Cuba. 

East Tennessee is practically 
the only poultry raising district 
that sends poultry and eggs to 
Cuba. J. V. Murray, of Knox- 
ville, -.hips on an average of five 
car loads of poultry a week to his 
father in Havana, where they 
bring good prices. 

The price in the states varies 
from 10 to 12 cents a pound. Last 
spring frying chickens sold For 
25 t ents tt pound. Then the 
farmers' wives madeamoney. 

As each car holds 5000 
chickens, and the' chickens 
| average two pounds each, it can 
be seen that each car, represents 
according to the prices given as 
paid for chickena, from $1000 to 
$2000. •
